Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  privilege  to  submit  for  your  consideration  my  Annual 
Report  for  i960. 

The  year  was  made  regrettably  memorable  by  the  extensive  flooding 
which  occurred  following  heavy  rain  on  the  night  of  4th  December.  Whilst 
almost  no  part  of  the  Borough  escaped  unscathed,  the  worst  affected  areas 
were  Blaenrhondda,  Gelli,  Pontygwaith,  Forth  and  Trehafod.  Rest  Centres 
had  to  be  opened  at  Gelli  and  Pontygvmith  to  provide  food  and  shelter  for 
those  who  were  rendered  temporarily  homeless  and  it  vj'as  many  weeks  before 
the  affected  houses  became  really  habitable  again. 

As  in  all  times  of  stress,  it  v/as  extremely  gratifying  to  see  the 
way  in  which  so  much  voluntary  help  became  rapidly  available.  Not  only  did 
this  include  such  organised  services  as  the  W.V.S.,  but  also  very  many 
private  individuals  who  were  anxious  to  help  those  people  v;hose  existence 
had  been  so  cruelly  disrupted. 

V/ith  regard  to  the  general  health  of  the  community,  as  reflected 
by  the  available  mortality  and  morbidity  statistics , one  or  two  points 
deserve  special  mention.  To  this  end  some  of  the  deaths  as  classified  by 
the  Registrar  General  in  Table  XII  on  page  2?  have  been  placed  into  the 
larger  groups  shown  in  Table  I,

Of  deaths  due  to  malignant  neoplasms,  the  stomach  and  lung  were 
the  most  affected  sites.

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It  is  reasonable  to  suppose  that  the  high  male/female  death  ratio 
seen  in  deaths  attributed  to  bronchitis  and  carcinoma  of  lung  is  due  to 
the  differing  smoking  habits  of  males  and  females.  Indeed,  there  is  no 
doubt  that,  amongst  the  living, smoking  contributes  a great  deal  to  the  ill- 
health  of  patients  suffering  from  bronchitis.  The  prevalence  of  this 
disease  over  the  past  10  years  as  reflected  by  mortality  statistics  is 
shov/n  in  Table  III,

Table  IV  shows  clearly  the  marked  increased  liability  to  deaths  in 
persons  suffering  from  bronchitis  during  the  cold  damp  v/inter  months  and 
emphasises  the  need  for  extreme  care  in  the  very  young  and  by  the  elderly 
during  this  period  of  the  year. 

During  the  year,  4 children  under  15  years  died  as  the  result  of 
accident  bringing  the  total  child  loss  from  this  cause  between  1950-60  up 
to  kO,  The  distribution  of  these  deaths  by  age,  sex  and  place  of  occurrence 
is  shown  in  Table  IV.

Though  death  due  to  accident  must  be  closely  guarded  against 
at  all  ages  it  is  obvious  from  Table  V above  that  boys  apnear  to  be  at 
maximum  risk  between  ages  of  1 - years.  This  increased  risk  is  apparent 
both  for  home  accidents  and  also  for  those  deaths  in  which  motor  vehicles 
are  involved. 

Death  rates  of  infants  from  all  causes  have  been  analysed  in 
some  detail  in  the  main  report  and  it  is  gratifying  to  record  that  there 
has  been  a marked  reduction  in  infant  death  rates  over  the  past  ^0  years, 
How'ever,  it  is  salutary  to  remember  that  the  infant  death  rates  for  the 
Borough  are  still  consistently  higher  than  that  for  England  and  Vi/ales  as 
■a  whole.  This  fact  is  shown  clearly  in  Table  VI  which  compares  the  infant 
mortality  rate  of  infants  in  the  Rhondda  v/ith  that  of  England  and  V/ales 
at  ten-yearly  intervals  since  I9IO.

The  infant  mortality  rate  is  affected  by  many  social  and 
biological  factors  and  much  more  investigation  is  needed  to  determine 
the  prevalence  of  conditions  which  might  be  adversely  affecting  the  local 
infant  death  rates. 

Of  the  infectious  diseases,  the  principal  causes  of  illness 
during  the  year  were  whooping  cough,  dysentery,  pneumonia  and  respiratory 
tuberculosis.  The  distribution  of  these  cases  by  age  and  ward  is  shown 
in  the  main  report,  but  it  should  again  be  emphasised  that  in  this  field 
respiratory  tuberculosis  still  remains  the  major  cause  of  protracted 
ill-health  in  the  community. 

1/Vith  regard  to  the  improvement  of  physical  environment,  the 
public  health  inspectorate  continued  with  their  work  of  dealing  with 
defective  house  property,  slum  clearance,  applications  for  improvement 
grants,  food  hygiene  regulations  and  other  numerous  allied  duties. 
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In  this  connection,  the  results  of  a pilot  enquiry  was  carried  out  by 
medical  members  of  the  Divisional  Health  Office  into  the  social  conditions 
under  which  certain  old  people  virere  living  are  of  interest.  The  enquiry 
which  was  limited  to  certain  persons  of  70  years  and  over  who  lived 
alone,  necessitated  visits  to  homes  in  Maerdj' , Ystrad,  Penygraig  and 
Cymmer.  A questionnaire  similar  to  that  used  in  the  Rowntree  Survey  on 
Old  People  of  19^6-'^7  was  readily  ansv;ered  by  the  old  people  who  were 
visited, 

91  households  were  visited  and  I3I  old  people  were  found  to 
live  therein.  Of  this  number  were  vvere  32  married  couples,  57  widows, 

6 spinsters,  3 widowers  and  1 bachelor.  The  age  distribution  is  shown 
in  Table  VII,

As  far  as  the  physical  environment  of  the  old  people  is 
concerned,  it  is  extremely  unfortunate  that  in  the  main  they  tend  to  live 
in  houses  which  lack  many  modern  amenities.  Of  the  houses  visited,  nearly 
all  were  more  than  60  years  old;  only  7 houses  had  bathrooms  and  only  3 
had  inside  toilets;  199o  were  regarded  as  being  in  a bad  state  of  repair  and 
dampness  was  complained  of  in  of  the  houses,  nevertheless,  the 

dwellings  v;ere  in  a clean  condition  and  it  was  evident  that  the  elderly 
had  great  pride  in  their  homes.  In  eighty-four  houses  the  aged  were  house- 
holders and  of  these  thirty-six  (^-3%)  were  owner-occupiers. 

There  is  little  doubt  that  the  absence  of  indoor  toilets  and 
bathrooms  creates  a hardship  for  the  elderly.  Outdoor  toilets  are 
invariably  placed  at  the  back  of  gardens  and  often  steep  steps  have  to  be 
negotiated  - a hazard  in  the  dark  and  in  wet  and  frosty  weather.  The 
absence  of  a bathroom  usually  means  that  the  household  is  without  a constant 
supply  of  hot  v;ater. 

This  pilot  enquiry  has  shovm  the  desirability  for  a more  detailed 
study  of  the  conditions  under  v;hich  old  people  live  so  that  the  needs  of 
this  section  of  the  community  may  be  more  adequately  satisfied.  It  is 
interesting  to  note  that  during  19^0,  32  people  of  60  years  and  over  made 
application  for  the  tenancy  of  a council  house,  i.e.  9,8%  of  the  total 
number  of  new  applicants.  This  is  probably  indicative  of  a slowly  changing 
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attitude  amongst  the  older  generations  to  the  problem  of  moving  from 
their  existing  accommodation  - a fact  or  v/hich  is  of  major  importance  v/hen 
any  consideration  is  given  to  the  re-housing  of  old  people. 

With  regard  to  the  general  housing  needs  of  the  Borough  as 
reflected  by  the  Housing  Points  List , it  will  be  seen  from  the  main  report 
that  some  325  new  applications  vjere  received  during  the  year.  Of  these 
applicants,  119  {37%)  v/ere  already  tenants  of  property  which  they 
obviously  considered  did  not  meet  present  day  standards.  The  age 
distribution  and  family  size  of  the  applicants  is  shown  in  Table 
of  the  main  report , 

Once  again  I must  record  my  thanks  for  the  support  of  the  other 
Chief  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Authority  during  the  year.  As  always 
the  Staff  of  my  Department  continued  to  carry  out  their  duties  in  a most 
conscientious  manner.

The  above  Table  X shows  the  changes  that  occurred  in  the  fore- 
going death  rates  at  ten-yearly  intervals  when  the  yearly  rates  are  expressed 
in  terms  of  I9IO  rates  tahien  as  100,  It  v;ill  be  easily  seen  that  although 
the  infant  mortality  rate  has  decreased  in  terms  of  100  to  23,  the  individual 
specific  age-rates  do  not  show  this  marked  reduction  except  for  those  deaths 
occurring  between  one  month  and  one  year.  The  peri-natal  rate,  i.e,  deaths 
of  infants  under  1 week  and  still-births/per  1,000  live  and  still-births  for 
the  same  period  has  changed  from  100  to  6l  and  indicates  the  need  for  much 
work  to  be  directed  at  this  phase  of  infant  mortality.

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SWIMMING  BATHS 


The  open-air  swinming  baths  situated  at  Trehorbert , Ystrad, 
Forth  and  Ferndale  are  administered  by  the  Borough  Surveyor's  Department 
of  the  Council,  each  bath  being  under  the  control  of  a suitably 
qualified  superintendent.  A paddling  pool  was  also  opened  at  Gelligaled 
Park  during  the  year.  These  baths  are  invariably  fully  patronised  during 
the  sunuiier  bathing  season  and  the  water  is  subjected  to  constant 
filtration  and  chlorination,  the  efficiency  of  the  chlorination  being 
regularly  checked  by  means  of  colourimetric  tests.  Samples  of  water  from 
these  baths  v/ere  also  submitted  during  the  suminer , for  chemical  and 
bacteriological  enaminations  at  the  Public  Health  Laborcitory.  Of  the 
samples  submitted,  sin  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory  duo  to  a brief 
temporary  breakdown  in  the  filtration  and  chlorination  plant. 


ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS 


The  disinfestation  of  houses  harbouring  bed  bugs  or  other 
insects  was  undertaken  under  the  supervision  of  the  District  Public  Health 
Inspectors,  and  19  houses  were  treated  in  the  district  during  the  year, 
five  being  Council  houses.  The  methods  adopted  included  the  use  of  D.D.T. 
Powder,  spraying  with  zaldecide  fluid  containing  D.D.T. , together  with 
the  stripping  of  walls,  removal  of  skirting  boards,  etc,,  and  the 
fumigation  of  rooms  with  formaldehyde  vapour  when  considered  necessary. 


RATS_AND  MICE  DESTRUCTION 

During  the  year  three  whole-time  rodent  operators  v/ere  employed 
in  carrying  out  investigations  into  the  prevalence  of  rodent  infestation 
and  the  necessary  treatment  of  such  infestations  in  premises  in  the 
district , and  three  operators  were  employed  whole-tine  on  the  inspection 
and  treatment  of  the  sewers  in  the  district , the  \vhole  staff  of  operators 
being  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  out-door  rodent  control 
supervisor . 


Table  XXIV  gives  information  on  the  lines  required  by  the 
Infestation  Control  Division  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries 
and  Food  in  respect  of  the  prevalence  of  rats  and  mice;  and  the  measure 
of  control  carried  out  by  the  rodent  control  staff  of  the  local  authority 
during  the  twelve  months  ended  31st  December,  i960.

Consequent  upon  inspections  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors,  followed  by  intervievi/s  with  the  owners  or  the  service  of 
informal  or  statutory  notices,  houses  were  repaired  or  defects 

discovered,  therein  were  remedied,  whilst  8o  houses  v;ere  similarly  attended 
to  by  the  local  authority  in  default  of  the  ovmers , making  a total  of  644 
houses  dealt  with  during  the  year;  the  corresponding  number  of  houses 
similarly  dealt  with  in  the  previous  year  was  833*  As  most  of  the  houses 
in  the  district  have  been  erected  fo.r  a period  of  fifty  years  or  more,  their 
maintenance  in  a satisfactory  state  of  fitness  for  human  habitation  has 
caused  considerable  concern  to  the  Authority,  Greater  pressure  has  had  to 
be  made  on  house-owners  to  carry  out  repairs,  and  during  the  year  particulars 
of  statutory  notices  served  in  respect  of  237  houses  v/ere  forwarded  to  the 
Legal  Department  of  the  Council  with  a view  of  instituting  legal  proceedings.

MILK 

The  numbers  of  persons  carrying  on  businesses  concerned  v/ith 
the  production  and  distribution  of  milk  in  the  district  during  1959  were 
as  follow: -

The  estimated  quantity  of  milk  produced  by  the  12  dairy  farmers 
daily  amounted  to  84  gallons,  all  of  v/hich  was  sold  wholesale  to 
pasteurising  establishments. 

The  estimated  quantity  of  liquid  mill:  sold  daily  in  the  district 
during  the  year  amounted  to  8,073  gallons,  equivalent  to  a daily  consump- 
tion of  0,6l  pint  per  head  of  the  estimated  population;  the  corresponding 
consumption  per  head  in  the  previous  year  was  the  same. 

There  were  6?  premises  in  the  area  directly  concerned  with  the 
distribution  of  milk,  and  the  number  of  visits  made  by  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors  to  these  premises  during  the  year  amounted  to  l8l.  Nearly  all 
the  milk  distributed  in  the  district  was  supplied  in  bottles,  which  had 
been  filled  on  the  v/holesalers ' premises  where  the  milk  had  been 
pasteurised  and,  consequently,  most  of  the  premises  occupied  by  the 
distributors  of  milk  were  only  used  for  the  temporary  storage  of  the 
bottled  milk  during  the  intervals  betv/een  the  reception  of  the  milk  by  the 
retailers  and  the  retail  distribution  thereof  to  the  consumers’  houses. 

The  number  of  samples  of  milk  sold  as  "pasteurised"  submitted 
to  bacteriological  examination  during  the  year  was  127,  all  of  which,  with 
the  exception  of  three  samples,  gave  satisfactory  results  on  the  application 
of  the  Phosphatase  Test,  indicating  that  th''  'ilk  had  been  adequately  heat 
treated , 

The  milk  which  had  been  treated  at  the  two  licensed  pasteurising 
establistuiients  in  the  district  was  also  regularly  sampled  and  107  samples 
of  treated  milk  of  ordinary  grade  and  63  sajiiples  of  treated  milk  of  the 
"Tuberculin-Tested"  designation  v/ere  taken  during  the  year;  three  of  each 
of  the  "Tuberculin-Tested"  and  "ordinary"  milk  samples  gave  unsatisfactory 
results  on  the  application  of  the  Phosphatase  Test, 

During  the  year,  no  samples  of  untreated  milk  produced  on  farms 
in  the  district  were  examined  for  the  presence  of  tubercle  bacilli.

ICE-CREAM 


During  the  year,  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  continued  to 
devote  considerable  attention  to  premises  wherein  ice-cream  was  manufactured, 
stored  or  sold,  in  order  to  secure  compliance  by  all  vendors  of  ice-cream 
with  the  provisions  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955 1 atid  the  Ice-cream 
(Heat  Treatment  etc.)  Regulations,  1959 • 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  52  premises  had  been  registered  as 
suitable  for  the  manufacture,  storage  and  sale  of  ice-cream  and'  381  premises 
for  the  storage  and  sale  of  ice-cream;  in  the  latter  group  of  premises  there 
were  included  348  shops  where  ice-cream  in  the  pre-packed  state,  as  delivered 
by  wholesale  manufacturers,  was  stored  and  sold  by  retail. 

Prior  to  registration,  all  the  premises  were  inspected  and 
inquiries  made  concerning  the  health  of  the  vendors,  particularly  in  relation 
to  the  history  of  enteric  or  intestinal  infections. 

During  the  year,  39  samples  of  ice-cream  sold  in  the  district  were 
submitted  for  examination  by  the  Methylene  Blue  Test  and  provisional  grading; 
42  or  71«19  cent,  were  reported  as  being  in  Grade  1 or  "satisfactory", 

13  or  22.03  per  cent,  v/ere  in  Grade  2 or  "fair";  3 or  5.08  per  cent,  were  in 
Grade  3 or  "unsatisfactory",  and  1 or  I.70  per  cent,  in  Grade  4 or  "very 
unsatisfactory".  The  manufacturers  of  the  "unsatisfactory"  samples  were 
informed  of  these  results  and  were  advised  to  give  the  matter  their  attention 
especially  in  regard  to  personal  cleanliness  and  appropriate  cleansing  and 
sterilisation  of  the  utensils.  Amongst  25  samples  talcen  in  the  previous  year 
the  corresponding  percentages  classified  in  Grades  1 to  3 were  72.0,  I6.O  and 
12.0. 
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MEAT 

The  niiraber  of  slaughterhouses  licensed  in  the  district  during  I96O 
was  hut  nearly  all  the  slaughtering  was  carried  out  in  the  two  slaughter- 
houses situated  at  Llanfoist  Street,  Ton  Pentre , where  meat  inspection  was 
carried  out  by  one  public  health  inspector  v/ho  has  had  special  experience  in 
this  work  and  who  was  provided  with  assistance  at  these  slaughterhouses, 
when  necessary,  and  also  at  the  slaughterhouse  at  Howard  Street,  Treorchy, 

The  quantities  of  meat  and  offal  surrendered  and  condemned  owing 
to  the  presence  of  diseased  conditions,,  etc.  v/er.e  2,873  lbs,  and  3^i88l  lbs, 
respectively,  the  amounts  attributable  to  tuberculosis  being  863  lbs,  and 
112  lbs,,  respectively.

MISCELLANEOUS 


The  bacteriological  and  chemical  examination  of  materials 
such  as  throat  or  nasal  swabs,  stools,  water,  ice-cream,  milk  etc,, 

submitted  by  the  Health  Department  were  undertaken  at  the  Public  Health  

Laboratory,  Institute  of  Preventive  Medicine,  Cardiff,  and  any  advice 
sought  in  relating  to  the  collection  of  samples  during  the  course  of 
investigation  v;as  always  readily  obtained  from  the  staff  at  the  Laboratory. 


HOSPITAL  FACILITIES 


The  local  hospital  facilities  available  for  the  inhabitants  of 
the  district  are  administered  by  the  Pontypridd  and  Rhondda  Hospital 
Management  Committee  on  behalf  of  the  V/elsh  Regional  Hospital  Board,  The 
Committee  control  eleven  hospitals,  including  one  convalescent  home,  with 
a bed  complement  of  over  1,200  beds, 

HEALTH  SERVICES  UNDER  PART  III  OF  THE 
NATIONAL  health" SERVICES  ACT 


The  Glamorgan  County  Council  as  the  Local  Health  Authority  have 
made  arrangements  for  the  provision  of  the  services  specified  in  Part  III 
of  the  above-mentioned  Act  and,  with  the  exception  of  the  ambulance 
service,  the  day-to-day  administration  is  undertaken  locally  at  the 
offices  of  the  Health  Department  under  the  direction  of  the  Rhondda 
Divisional  Health  Committee,  This  Committee  consists  of  l6  local  members- 
of  the  County  Council,  11  members  of  the  Borough  Council  and  3 added 
members  nominated  by  the  Divisional  Committee  and  appointed  by  the  County’ 
Council;  the  eleven  Members  of  the  Borough  Council  on  this  Committee  are 
also  members  of  the  Health  and  Housing  Committees  of  the  Borough  Council, 
so  that  a strong  link,  between  the  administration,  of  the  environmental 
and  personal  health  services  provided  under  the  Public  Health,  Housing 
and  National  Health  Service  Acts  is  maintained  locally. 


NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  19^>8_-_SECTION_Jf7 

The  above  Section  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  19^8,  as 
amended  by  the  National  Assistance  (Amendment)  Act,  1951?  provides  for 
the  removal  to  suitable  institutions  of  persons  who  are  considered  to  be 
in  need  of  care  and  attention.  No  action  was  taken  under  this  Section 
in  i960 , 
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DISII'IFSCTION 


The  arrangements  made  with  the  Pontypridd  and  Rhondda  Hospital 
Management  Committee  for  the  disinfection  of  infected  articles  of  clothing, 
etc«,  in  the  "Equifex”  steam  disinfector  at  the  Tyntyla  Isolation  Hospi;tal 
continued  in  operation  during  I960, 


Rooms  were  fumigated,  when  necessary,  with  formaldehyde  vapour 
and  sprayed  with  zaldecide,  or  other  suitable  liquid  disinfectant,  under 
the  supervision  of  the  district  public  health  inspectors. 
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
